Motorcycle registrations in California 
increased 670 percent in the last decade, 
doubled in the last six years, and leaped 
20 percent during 1971 alone. There are 
nearly 700,000 registered motorcycles 
in the state today. If the trend 
continues, the millionth motorcycle will 
be registered in 1974. 

Meanwhile, the 
motorcycle registrations here at the 
Department of Motor Vehicles is 
becoming different, in many respects, 
from that of other vehicles. We 
introduced staggered year-round 
registration on 1 Mar, 71 for new bikes. 
On 1 Jan. 72 we will begin the 
cross-indexing of motorcycle frame, 
moto» and license numbers through our 
computer. In view of the ease with 
which a motorcycle can be stolen, the 
precaution makes good sense. 

These are just two examples of 
problems which DMV and the dealer 
must tackle, cyclically (!) speaking. To 
get a grip on the problems and their 
solutions, we are inviting motorcycle 
dealers to a “motorcycle registration 
seminar," dedicated to an examination 
of the technicalities of the subject. 

Theft prevention and detection will 
receive particular attention. The 
California Highway Patrol and the 
National Auto Theft Bureau will be 
joining DMW at these meetings. 

These subjects will be explored in 
eight different cities in California, in 
hopes that one of them will be 
reasonably accessible to every dealer. In 
a separate letter we are inviting each 
know motorcycle dealer to attend, and 
enclosing a reservation form for him to 
return to us.

As is widely known by now, the Los 
Coyotes M.C. has declined a District 37 
race date for next year. We have taken 
this action for two reasons: First, 
although we are confident of our ability 
to stage а challenging, safe, and 
ride-pleasing race despite adverse 
administrative situations, we will not 
submit ourselves and the district riders 
to the unpleasantness of 
“second-choice”, ie, mid-summer races. 

Second, as a matter of principle, we 
refuse to be an acquiescent party to the 
petty power politics and vacillating rules 
Interpretations currently infesting the 
District committees. As examples, we 
have attached to this letter copies of a 
letter from the District referee and the 
District’s own bulletin — both stating 
that we have been reinstated without 
any additional restrictions. 
Additionally, to show to the riders that 
our January late results mailing was a 
fluke, we picked up a cancelled date in 
June and staged, by all reports, an 
excellent race. These results were out 
within ten days because we ignored 
some delaying paperwork. 

With official notice of our 
reinstatement and having accomplished 
two good races, we proceeded to the 
month of race date selections under the 
blissful assumption that we were no 


‘longer second-class citizens. However, as 


Ron Schneiders excellently explained in 
the Nov. 2 issue of Cycle. News, in 
District 37, the only rule is 
inconsistency and the interpretation of 
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that is uncertain. The AMA is making a 
valiant attempt to straighten itself out; 
we sincerely hope for the same effort 
within our own District.

MAYBE next year.

In the recent show at the Portland, 
Oregon Memorial Coliseum, Evel 
jumped 14 standard sized vehicles 
including two full sized vans without a 
safety ramp to set a new world indoor 
record.

There will be no further races until 
April of 1972, since the track is on a 
flood plane; consequently any. race 
notices regarding the Cal Expo track 
during the winter should be disregarded.

On the four days sandwiched by 
November 15 and November 18 there is 
going to be a meeting which will affect 
every motorcyclist under the wing of 
the AMA. This takes in quite a bit, from 
poker runs on full dress hawgs to ice 
racing on buzz saws. The occasion is the 
Competition Congress which meets 
annually in Ohio. This year it must 
decide a tremendous number of issues; 
their agenda is a thick 200-page book of 
8% x 11 pages. 

Many of the things they have to deal 
with are extremely dull word changes. 
For instance, it is proposed (No. 103) to 
substitute the word “should” for the 
word “must”. The rule itself isn't 
printed in the book, so the members 
will have to go to the rule book, study 
the appropriate rules, and then weigh 





the various implications and 
ramifications of substituting the moral 
imperative for the categorical 


imperative. Dull business, but important 
nonetheless. ' 

In the Amateur Rules section, one of 
the biggest jobs facing the committee is 
going to come when they tackle Section 
59 which establishes six-day trials events 
as а legitimate form of AMA 
competition. A set of rules is proposed 
which takes approximately 23 pages and 
is very similar to the rules used in the 
very successful Trask Mountain Trials 
held in June of this year. These, I 
understand, are a slightly less stringent 
version of the FIM rules for the 
International Six Days. Most of the 
members of the committee probably 
have never even seen a six-day event, let 
alone run one or participated in one. 
Fortunately, Mike Vancil is on the 
committee and he has gathered quite a 
wealth of experience in the last year. 
But can you imagine the number of 
problems that can come up when 15 
people start working on 23 pages of 
rules relating to a brand new form of 
sport? Here's one possible problem: 
These events are always for street legal 
machines in ^ Europe, but the 
manufacturers know a year ahead of 
time in which country they're going to 
be held, so they can make the machines 
legal for that country.-But, here, street 
legal requirements are different in 
almost every state. Does the serious 
rider have to set up his bike differently 
for every state? 

Enduro riders may have a few new 
rules next year. There's a proposal to 
allow all “A” enduro riders a number in 
National Enduros before giving places to 
the “B” riders in limited entry events. 

There are also several proposals to 
limit the noise that competition 
machines can make to 92 dB at a 
distance of 50 ft., but there are no 
condition of test included in the 
proposals, nor are there any penalties 
attached. The committee should have 
fun kicking that around. If they don't 
kick it into shape I'll bet the riders will 
have some fun kicking the officials 
around next year when it comes time to 
enforce it! 

'The Amateur Rules committee will 
be asked to recognize about 70 new 
Bonneville speed records. Talk about 
hair-splitting. 

Here's an interesting proposal: A 
fellow wants everybody to” have a 
permanent number plate that he can use 
at hare scrambles, motocross, and 
everything else up to and including ice 
racing. He gets his number from the last 
two digits of his AMA number and the 
first initial of his last name. That yields 
about 2600 combinations. Now, there 
are some 9000 desert riders in District 
37. Could be a mite confusing. 

Another proposal is that no more 
than one lime mark shall be used before 
a turn and no more than one after .a 
turn. Poetic justice would demand that 
the originator of the proposal be 
required to ride the first course so 
marked. Arid maybe even the second, if 
they ever find him. 

All the above and about a jillion more 
will be decided by the committee on 
Amateur Rules. The committee on 
Professional Rules has its own problems 
regarding starting procedures and rider 
identification. 

Of all the rules to demand attention 
of the Competition Congress, none has 
received more attention than the 
claiming rule. It is suggested at various 
spots within the agenda that the 
claiming fee for open class road race 
‘machines be jumped to $4500,'$5000,

and $9000 from its present position of 
$2500. Other claiming figures are 
likewise to be juggled. There are several 
proposals covering the method of 
claiming and at least one propsal to have 
a formula for the claiming price based 
on the retail price of the motorcycle. 
What inspired all this interest? 

Hill climbing is in for quite a bit of 
attention. In fact, I guess that there are 
more proposals for rule changes than 
there are active hill climbers. 

Some guys are very image conscious. 
One such proposes, “No black leathers 
shall be permitted at any AMA 
sanctioned event." He doesn't limit his 
rule to competitors either. Now who's 
going to be the first guy to tell the State 
cop to take off his leather jacket when 
he enters the track? 

The committee on Road Riders has a 
lot of fun-type things to deal with, as 
befits their aspect of the sport. For 
instance, they will be asked to deal with 
the concept “Rocket Run” which is 
essentially a race over roads from a 
given location to a location marked by 
the firing of flares or rockets at 
10-minute intervals. A fascinating idea! 
Can you imagine, say, 500 motorcycles 
starting from in front of E. C. Birt’s 
shop in Lawndale and racing pell-mell 
through Watts and Hollywood toward 
some brave soul who is firing rockets 
from the top of Mount Hollywood? It 
boggles the mind... 

Whatever fun might exist in the Road 
Riders committee sure isn’t share in the 
Professional National Championship 
commitee. They'll start off their 
meeting with about eight pages of 
no-nonsense proposals regarding 
championship points, lap monies, 
starter's duties, licenses, international 
riders, minimum purses, and other 
serious stuff. There'll be nary a chuckle 
from that crew. When they get finished 
with that they'll consider applications 
for more than 40 National 
Championships. 

The commitee on Amateur National 
Championships has the easiest job. They 
simply have to decide who among the 
28 applicants: deserves the honor. of 
holding a National Championship 
Enduro. 

Motorcycling is, at very best, a 
dangerous sport. At its worst it often 
has almost suicidal aspects. With enough 
money, prestige and just good 
old-fashioned ego at stake, riders and 
sponsors will do just about anything to 
win. And that covers a lot. Sometimes it 
includes using equipment that is unsafe, 
either for the contestant himself or for 
the people around him. Promoters, with 
an eye toward making a quick buck, 


sometimes allow very dangerous 
situations to exist. Sometimes a 
dangerous situation occurs without 


anybody really causing it. Whatever the 
reason, the committee on Safety and 
Engineering is supposed to ferret out 
the unnecessarily dangerous situation 
and rule it out of existence. Since one 
person’s “unnecessarily dangerous” is 
another person's "competitive edge," it 
will take quite some judgment to deal 
with these proposals. , 

Here are some of the proposals: A 
proposal requires that axles be made of 
steel. One shudders to think what might 
have prompted that proposal! Another 
would require that axle nuts be safety 
wired. 

There is a proposal that titanium 
frames be prohibited. Several proposals 
would require that brakes the same as 
used on the manufactured product be 
used on the competition bike. Several 
would set limits on the size of the gas 
tank. 

Sometimes the committee will be 
asked to fix something already in the 
rules such as the requirement for folding 
pegs, even when the pegs are enclosed in 
a streamlined shell. 


There is one proposal that there be 


no restriction on the type of material 
used in the construction of a 
motorcycle. Another wants to make 
sound level requirements for all events 
conform to the "position paper of the 
M.I.C." (Is there such a thing?) 

The men who are going to be working 
their heads off for the four days of this 
meeting have the ability and the means 
to change the face of motorcycling 
during the next few years. Let's hope 
they have lots of energy, a surpassing 
amount of good judgment, and when all 
else fails, that they are lucky enough to

I've been hearing reports of one chap, 
however, who is using the public land to 
host his own events. I don't have to 
mention names; if you ride the desert 
you know where the area is and the 
name involved. Apparently, big trash 
cans were provided for trash use but 
these have been overflowing and 
un-emptied for so long they are really 
causing an eyesore on the desert. As a 
for instance, the Jackrabbits spent a 
long time laying out their run and 
completed clearing up their trail this 
past weekend. In the process they also 
removed miscellaneous litter they found 
and just picked up in general, acting like 
our District clubs do in trying to be 
good citizens while using their own 
land. 

Throughout these weeks though, 
those offending trash barrels have still 
been there, same condition. The BLM is 
now aware of them and took pictures so 
what we have is one guy who is trying 
to tear down everything the District 
riders have worked so damned hard to 
do.

Six years ago, when Cycle News started, it was clear enough what we wanted to 
do. Motorcycle sport was languishing in the doldrums, with barely enough rider 
entries to pay a promoting club’s expenses and no spectators to speak of. A 100-rider 
signup at each of the two events scheduled per district per week was considered good 
for those days and promoters used to complain when clubs threw events that 


conflicted with their professional dates. 


How easy growth has been! | just spoke to the promoter of an unsanctioned, 
no-points enduro and he asked me not to say anything more about the event in the 
paper, for he already had 1,000 pre-entries and didn't want to have to turn anyone 
away. This enduro just happens to coincide with the Annual DirtDiggers Hopetown 
Grand Prix, which traditionally draws thousands of riders and spectators. 

Yesterday | attended a beginner's race at which 1,231 entries paid $7 each to ride 
and this Thanksgiving there'll be another couple-three millenia of riders lined up for 
the start of the Barstow-to-Vegas Hare & Hound. 

This sudden growth of numbers has not happened without its concurrent 
problems. Some oldtime promoting clubs, staggered under the deluge of entries, 
simply disbanded rather than upgrade their methods. Lots of fly-by-night promoters 
have tried to cash in on the demand for track time and left us with the taste of 
disgust. Anti-motorcycle -activists, alarmed at the rapid multiplication of our 
numbers, are creating new problems for motorcyclists as fast as they can think them 


up 


Naturally we feel responsible for much of this growth, for without Cycle News it 


probably would not have happened. But we wonder if the southwestern U.S., 
particularly the Los Angeles area, has now grown big enough in motorcycling. 
Perhaps it is time to back off on growth-promotion and consolidate the gains that 


motorcycling has made. 


One way that Cycle News could modulate the growth of motorcycling would be to 
raise the price of our advertising and newspaper so that the average reader or 


businessman could no 
unfortunately or 


longer afford 


it, as the magazines have done. But 
fortunately, it is the smaller businesses which are doing the most 


to alleviate the problems which motorcycling now faces, while the big companies 


take the gravy off the top. 


No, the little and moderate-sized businesses which fill Cycle News’ ad columns are 
the backbone and muscle of the sport. The fat is seldom found in Cycle News. 

About all that | can suggest to prevent motorcycling in the southwest from 
toppling under its own growth is: 1. Patronize only the advertisers in Cycle News. 
They care. 2. Limit too-big entries the way the Eastern enduros do, by only 
accepting mail entries up to a pre-arranged limit and returning all the rest. 3. Expand 
supportive facilities such-as parks and trails and customer service departments. 4. 
Run smaller ads in Cycle News for coming events where too many people would 
overtax resources. 5. Plan and prepare for the multitudes that can be expected at any 
motorcycle function, even if it means hiring paid help and buying extra grandstands, 


restrooms, etc.

CN: How long before you become 
Grand National Champion? 

Lee: My plans were three years from 
now. I have to have a goal to work for 
and I can always alter it when I have to 
as I go along, but I want the thing three 
years from now. Now, that there, 
people will just take that and look at me 
and laugh. Oh, shoot, that's ridiculous, 
like who's Robert E. Lee? But, man, I’m 
gonna work towards that three-year 
goal. If I’m still moving forward — that’s 
the main thing — if I’m still climbing the 
ladder and keep seeing progress and not 
being a hanger-on has-been — I’m gonna 
stay with this racing. 


CN: What makes you want to do it in 
the first place? 

Lee: Well, a man has to do something. 
Motorcycling makes me feel like a man. 
It’s man, machinery, the speed, you 
know, I'm doing something пої 
everyone else can do. It’s a competitive 
sport. I picked this out to be my thing 
in life and...I just can’t believe I’m so 
happy in it. I’m honestly doing, and 
going through life, doing the thing I 
want to do and just grinning all the time 
because of it. 


CN: Were you a local hero after your 
national win? 

Lee: Oh, no. Well, in a way, what you 
say is true, but then your local heroes 
are there every night. Like Mike Kidd, 
he’s there every week. I’m the only one 
there who goes out and does anything. 


CN: Don't you think you'll get a lot of 
applause at the Houston Short Track 
National next year since you're a local 
and a National Short Track Champion? 
Lee: A what? 


CN: National Short Track Champion, at 
least one of the two. Don't you think it 
will affect you? 

Lee: No. 


CN: Has it affected you at any time? Do 
you listen for applause? 

Lee: Uh-huh. lt matters to me if they 
dislike me; I want everybody to like me. 


CN: Has anybody ever booed you? 

Lee: Oh, yeah. At Oklahoma City...I 
don't think they were booing me as 
much as they were the starter because I

all year; I was was being third row on the 
half-mile and being first one out of the 
corner..'d be running second gear 
before the flag came up. I had him 
wired. It scared them guys; they had a 
couple of races protested there because 
of my starts and it'd scare those guys to 
death. They'd just be ready to get on 
with it and I'd come blasting through 
and they'd just — whew — shake. The 
starter, he was nervous. Every time I'd 
come to that line, he'd look at me and 
smile. I'd start off starting from the first 
row, then the second row and wind up 
on the third — I nearly got put in the 
pits one time. 


CN: Quickly guessing, based on your 
National win, you’d probably be listed 
as a short track specialist. You’re from 
Texas, yet general consensus is that 
Northern California produces the best 
short. trackers because they have so 
many short track races. Is Texas the 
second biggest short track area? 

Lee: Yeah, but it's not professional. In 
Texas, I’ve ridden only two indoor short 
tracks that were professional, 1 mean 
ever. I rode one last week and one a 
year ago. They got some wormy 
promoters there in Texas. They'd rather 
pay them sportsman 25 or $30 for a win 
then pocket all that extra money rather 
than run a professional race. There at 
Ross Downs in Ft. Worth where they 
un every Friday night, they pack that 
än there like you wouldn't believe — just 
fabulous thing to be a sportsman thing 


"every Friday night — and pay the guys 


hardly nothing. Beautiful track built 
just for motorcycle racing, got all the 
facilities...

make a livin’ at it — get rich. 


CN: What about the sportsman classes? 
Lee: I imagine it’ll be just like it is; it’s 
gonna just keep gettin’ more and more 
riders, but it’s a necessary evil, you got 
to have training grounds. 


CN: What do you mean by “necessary 
evil”? 

Lee: I guess I may have phrased that 
wrong, but what I've seen of the 
sportsman racing around there in Texas 
it's been a hassle. Like I say, you've got 
a 250 .Main there and everybody in 
there is holding a license and then they 
run it for 35 or $40. But, you've got to 
have it so the younger fellas starting off 
can learn to race. 


CN: Do you look to make a lot of 
money? 

Lee: I'd like to. I save alot of money; 
everytime I make any I put it in the 
bank. I want to get out of this business 
some day when I’m an old man with 
more than a broken body — to be able 
to live a life of ease. Have a house and 
go into the motorcycle business, some 
part of it, stay with it, then find me a 
novice that’s deserving and help him 
out. 


CN: How would you spot a deserving 
novice? 

Lee: Determination to start with; how 
bad he wants to win. If it scares him in 
tight situations, stuff like that. Mike 
Kidd, for instance, he’s got what it takes 
to be Number One. That Kidd is 
abolutely fast — he’s got bunches of 
talent, he’s like Gary Scott — except 
here is what has hurt Mike: from the 
first time he ever got on a motorcycle 
up until this very day, he hasn’t laid a 
wrench on one. And when he goes off 
on the circuit, he will have to have 
somebody with him to load and unload 
his truck, to start him, to regear it, to 
put his tires on. All he can do is ride. If 
he can overcome that, he can be a big 
name some day. If he got a factory ride, 
then they’d have to send a mechanic 
along with him everywhere he goes. 
That’s knowledge of your equipment — 
he’s got to have that, too. Then, like me 
this year, you’ve got to take your fifths, 
your fourths and lasts, all that, and try 
and get the best knowledge you can out 
of it and go on to the next race track 
rather than letting it eat your guts out 
and be ashamed and hang your head 
down. Because that’s the kind of guy 
who, if he doesn’t start winning soon, 
you know he’s gonna quit.

V.0.T.E. FINDS INDIAN DUNES WET 


By John W. Adcox 
VALENCIA, CAL., Oct. 31, 1971 — 
Each and every trials held by the Valley 
Observed Trials Enthusiasts this year has 
been unique. Unique in areas chosen for 
the trials and unique in the method of 
staging the trials. > 

This trials was no exception with a 
new scoring system being tested. It 
works, and works very well. The 
method is similar to that used in 
European trials which consists of cards 
being carried by each rider and after the 
completion of a section, the checker 
then punches a 0, 1, 3 or 5 on the card. 
After a loop is completed, the old card 
is turned in and a new one obtained. A 
very neat and clean method with no 
room for complaints. It does require 
more effort on' the part of checkers and 
sometimes it requires two checkers on 
one section. The good points more than 
offset the bad ones and I hope more 
clubs will pick up the system. 

Another unique point to this trials 
was a sore point to most of the riders — 
me included. It seems that all riders 
from Master to Beginner were required 
to start on section 1. After 2% hours, I 
had completed three sections out of my 
required 12. Bad News for all 
concerned! A better method would have 
the Masters start on section 5, Experts 
on 3 and Amateurs on 2, and so on to 
keep the lines to a minimum. One 
consolation did arise however, after one 
loop the riders were spread out enough 
that no problem was encountered in 
getting to each section and no lines to 
wait in. 

The Masters and Experts rode 
sections 1 through 18 four times. Some 
are of the opinion that the Masters 
should ride more or at least harder 
sections than the Experts. But the clubs

competitors were concerned, section 1 
offered something for everyone 
including a bath for a few. The section 
started by crossing a stream 10-18 
inches deep, up on the opposite bank 
then back into the stream. Following 
downstream a few feet there came the 
obstacle, a small foot bridge about five 
feet across. From a foot and a half of 
water you had to pick the front wheel 
up and hop onto the bridge then down 
into the stream on the other side and a 
quick right to exit the section. More 
than a few took their Sunday bath a 
little early being completely submerged 
in the stream. 

Section 10 seemed like old home 
week to those familiar with hillclimbing, 
starting out with a short right turn then 
up a long steep hill. Once at the top (if 
you made it) a right turn brought you 
down a deeply rutted steep road, still 
not out of the section a 90-degree left 
turn near the base of the hill completed 
the section. 

A very basic section, 12, offered a 
challenge to even the top Masters, most 
riders took threes and there were only a 
couple of cleans. The main obstacle was 
a sharp right turn off camber which was 
just a natural three getter. 

The Experts have one less competitor 
to worry about in their ranks. Mark 
Miriani’s win gave him three transfer 
points, enough to put him into the 
Master class. Mark now becomes the 
youngest Master since Jim Wilson five 
years ago. Mark is just 15 — 
Congratulations Mark. Jim Redenbaugh 
took a close second by one point, 148, 
to Mark’s 147. Third went to Martin 
Belair with 154. 

In the Master class, it was Rich 
Bledsoe (now a rider for the Spanish 
round of the European Trials 
Championship) with the win at 75 
points lost. Second place belongs to T. 
Griffiths at 92; with 98, Kevan Walker 
was third. 

The 250cc Amateur class was won by 
Mark Auman by having fewer cleans 
than second place John Bourdeau, both 
with 23 points. Marland Whaley lost 26 
for third. The 125cc Amateurs saw 
Bernie Schreiber win it with a loss of 43 
to second place Rich Hansen's 45. Third 
went to John Adcox with 53 points 
lost. The Beginners had Larry Dunlap 
there for the win with a loss of five 
points. Second place went to Jerry 
Wiencek with six points. The Kids class 
was won by Archibald with only one 
point lost, Randy Rader lost two for 
second.

....but a dark cloud hung over the Dirt Diggers’

‘If you attended the massive Hopetown two day event, the person you may have 
been standing beside watching the race might not have just been a spectator but an 
FBI agent. 

In the 13 years running of this great classic this was the first time a threat had ever 
been received and it was a serious one. In the entry applications was an envelope 
pieced together from weirdly shaped bits of paper. Inside an application for an entry 
in the pro class filled out by a person knowledgeable about bikes and a jagged bit of 
paper.

SIMI VALLEY, CAL., Nov. 14, 1971 
— West German Maico ace Werner 
Schutz and Northern Californian Husky 
rider Bob Grossi made today's 
"International Motocross" for a purse 
of $2500 one of the wildest events of 
the 13th Annual Hopetown Grand Prix 
staged by the Dirt Diggers M.C. 

Schutz got a strong start in the initial 
round ànd picked up the win with 
Grossi holding second from the first lap. 

The second face-off was the turning 
point as Schutz again built a 
tremendous lead, holding Grossi back 
by five seconds as the white flag came 
out. But, as he had done in the first 
moto, Schutz began to take it easy, 











another hard battle, but this time it was 
behind a fired-up Jim Wilson (CZ) and 
Vic Eastwood (AJS) with Grossi third. 

With Schutz behind him it appeared 
that Bob had it locked up, but on the 
final tour, he slid out and twisted his 
knee badly. Added to his troubles was a 
machine that wouldn’t start and Werner 
was past and time was running out. 

In Bob’s favor, however, was the fact 
that the four front-runners had 
completely left the rest of the pack far 
behind and Bob finally managed to get 
his Husky going again, before the fifth 
place rider caught him and Bob finished 
the moto in fourth, still good enough 
for the overall win as Schutz could not 





manage to overtake Eastwood or 
Wilson. His winnings totaled $1000.

John Gennai--An Original 


“How do you think you would have 
done against guys like Rice if you could 
have ridden against them?"' Candidly, he

Reno, Nevada, the biggest little city 
around where marriages are made and 
broken in a weekend and bankrolls in 
less time than that. For John Gennai, 
motorcycle scrambles racer, it meant 
another kind of break on Thursday 
night, Sept. 9, 1971. John Gennai 
journeyed to Reno for an Amateur 
AMA scrambles at the Washoe County 


fairgrounds. This is sort of unusual for 


Gennai lives in Los Gatos, Ca., more 
than 200 miles away. Why would a 
17-year-old go that far away from home 
for a TT scrambles when the next night 
nearby Fremont Raceway would hold a 
similar event and the next night, 
another at Hayward? 

Gennai was on tour and up until last 
Saturday night at Hayward, was leading 
in points for the No. 1 plate in District 
36. On that fateful evening in Reno, 
during the 650 Expert Main, Gennai fell 
and broke a bone in his wrist that may 
cause him to lose his bid for the title. 
Arch-rival Jim Foley went on to win the 
250 feauture and in the next two nights 
picked up enough points to regain a 
hold on the position that he has held for 
the past two years. 

Is this title really so special? 

Since its inception in Northern 
California, three men have earned that 
coveted plate. The first man was Jim 
Rice, now holding the National number 
two plate for the BSA factory. The 
second man to have the number one was 
Paul Johnson. Many considered him to 
be better than Rice and in his Novice 
year on the professional scene, he was 
looking very good, but Paul suffered an 
injury in the middle of the season and 
when he returned, his heart wasn't in it, 
although he rode well the few times he 
rode. For him, the circuit was too much 
and he had other interests. 

Jim Foley won that plate from 
Johnson that year and then came back 
to get it again the next. What'of John 
Gennai? 

John started his racing career on a 
Hodaka 90, like a lot of kids. After 
three races he started collecting brass 
and a career. John went from his 
Hodaka to a Moto-Beta and a few rides 
on a 100 Bridgestone. After some 
months he started accumulating enough 
points to think about going faster and as 
an Amateur, he rode a Bultaco Metisse 
and suffered all the injuries he has had 
up until the crash at Reno. In 1968, 
John made the Expert ranks but spent 
much of his racing time on the bench 
watching guys like, Rice, Brelsford, 
Odom, Hansen, Bill Jamison and Bob 
Self. Not identifying with any one rider, 
John spent a lot of time developing his 
own talents. The age-old question of, 
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said, "I can't say. Pd have to ride 
against “em.” 

Gennai has a style of his own; he 
doesn't resemble any one rider from the 
past. His current style of feet-up slides 
just has to be seen to be believed. His 
following at the races is ever growing. 
He has all the potential of a Brelsford or 
an Odom or an Al Kenyon. 

John Gennai will be 18 on December 
12 of 1971 and will ride his first 
professional race at the Santa Clara 
County  fairgrounds the following 
Friday night. 

"Are you ready for the professional 
scene?" 

"Yea, sure, but I'd rather start as a 
Junior. More money." 

"But everybody starts as a Novice; 
it's the way things are done.” 

"m know, but I feel that I should start 
as a Junior." 

“Why?” 

“The system should not be based on 
age but how you do in racing. You 


should be an Expert for sure in 
scrambles, but аре isn’t really 
necessary.” 


John isn’t really confident about pro 
racing; he knows that he needs practice 
to be an accomplished rider. But like 
many newcomers, he doesn’t like the 
idea of a year as a Novice. After all, he 
didn’t take a year to become an Expert 
in Scrambles. 

"Who's your 
John?” 

“Uh, don’t have one.” 

“Isn’t there someone you try to 
identify with?" 

"No, I just try for perfection. I know 
I have to be good as a Junior. When 
you're a Junior is when the factories 
look you over and it's either make it or 
back to the scrambles.” 

Gennai is totally devoted to 
motorcycle racing as many of his kind 
have been in the past. So totally 
devoted, that school is forgotten. These 
racers only live from race to race. 
During the week, if they work, they just 
do that until time to tune up the 
scooter. This time is also the time for 
doing the bench racing and it helps get 
the weekend closer. 

John Gennai has been ready for the 
professional scene for some time. His 
best buddy is Pat McCaul and John 
borrows cards and whites to go to the 
races with him so he can watch what the 
pros are up to. Veteran Expert Bob 
Scally has witnessed this young 
speedster in operation and has helped 
him with the verbal stuff that gets the 
kids to thinking about the pro stuff. 


favorite pro rider, 
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Scally says, “This kid is going to be 
one of the greatest." 

While Gennai is no mechanic of the 
caliber of Jim Rice, he has all the help 
he needs for this end in the form of 
Rich Porter for his Bultaco 250 and 
Chuck Hikson on the 650 Triumph. 
While the Triumph is just a casual affair, 
the Bultaco is much more. Porter and 
Bultaco have certain ties that include 
the supply of the motor that he rides, 
although it does not actually belong to 
him. Gennai will ride for Porter for this 
season and the indoor series that starts 
soon. Combining Gennai with the likes 
of Rick Hocking, currently third in 
points, makes for a formidable team and 
should the Yamaha Silver Cup make a 
good comeback for ‘72, these two 
Bultaco aces will be right there.

After John's fall at Reno, he was told 

to lay off the riding for four weeks. He 
was back in two with a plastic cast and 
while he wasn't as good as before, he 
still managed to make the Mains. The 
break in the wrist cost him, though, as 
Foley quickly scored enough points in 
the next three races to take over the 
lead. He has stretched the lead to 25 
points at one time but John is back in 
form now and the count is down to 15 
but with only a few more races left. It's 
going to be tough. For John Gennai, 
17-year-old super-scrambler, it’s “I gotta 
get number one.”

Two World Champions Take OverTulsa 


Roger DeCoster drops straight downhi

TULSA, OKLA., Nov. 14, 1971 — 
Roger DeCoster was on form and no 
one could touch him. Dust filled his 
lungs just like it filled everyone else's 
lungs but for a full 90 minutes he just 
went faster and faster and faster. It was 
the third Trans-AMA motocross for 
both DeCoster, the newly-crowned 500 
world motocross champion, and 
teammate Joel Robert, prevailing 250 
world champion, and they had yet to 
make the impressive showing one would 
expect of such a chap who holds such a 
title. At Tulsa Motosport Park, they did, 
and then some.

waiting for a safer place, the Belgian 
chose to do it on a wide, hard flat-out 
groove. He dove deep into the turn, 
smacked off the berm and zapped his 
Yankee Suzook mate on the inside. No 
sandbagger, he. 

Robert may have had to stand in 
DeCoster's shadow — many spectators 
were upset that “Robert didn't do 
well”, which interprets, “Robert didn't 
cream everybody” — but no one had a 
longer haul than Joel. First moto, he 
forgot to turn on his gas. That was the 
nasty rumor, anyway. Well in the 
dust-choked rear, the five-times 
motocross king displayed the vehicle of 
his greatness as he studiously, slowly, 
continuously picked off rider after 
rider, Time was tight when you're that 
far back, there is no way you're going to 
catch DeCoster and Torleif Hansen and 
Adolf Weil before the week is up. But 
Robert did pass everyone else at least 
once and it was majestic to watch him 
do it. He never wastes a motion. 

The only good start Robert got as in 
the second moto. A lap later it was 
DeCoster, Geboers, Robert and Hansen 
in a wheel-wheel parade. Poor Sylvain 
succumbed to pressure as he 
negotiated one of the stomach-shrinking 
downhills, started dog-paddling, and 
gently plopped over at the bottom. He 
even crashes delicately. He quickly 
rejoined behind Hansen and that is how 
they finished. Roger had pulled a 


ten-second lead over Robert, though. 
Hansen, incidentally, has been the 

most consistent rider on the circuit who 

has yet to win an overall so it looks like 








he's about due. 

Adolf Weil was in hot contention for 
a better spot in the standings but sat out 
the second moto with a sour bike. The 
underground buzz was that he had 
changed engines but no protest was 
filed. 

Top American honors went to Brad 
Lackey but not without a tussel with 
John DeSoto. The Flyin' Hawaiian has 
improved considerably, since Suzuki 
gave him a one-off factory jobber, the 
RH-71. He is a different rider than the 
one that left California two months ago, 
having adopted the typically European 
techniques of subtle lines and throttle 
control while engaging in less of the 
photogenic theatrics one normally 
associates American motocrossers with. 

Lackey did very well, finishing higher 
in all three motos than he has in a while. 
This might be due, in part, to Tulsa’s 
California-like track and the fact that 
Heikki Mikkola and Bengt Aberg 
dropped out last week with injuries. But 
Brad and DeSoto obviously have the 
potential to pull a surprise or two

Utah Controls 
in Operation

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH — 
Regulations controlling use of off-road 
vehicles throughout Utah have been 
adopted by the State Board of Parks 
and Recreation. 

The regulations are authorized by 
Utah’s Recreation Vehicle Act, passed 
last spring by the State Legislature. 

Registration of snowmobiles has 
begun, 
motorcycles is expected to be required 
prior to the spring of 1972. The fee is 
$5, earmarked by the law to go to 
development of vehicle recreation areas, 
plus whatever property tax is assessed 
on the particular motorcycle. Bikes 
registered for street use do not have to 
be registered as recreation vehicles. 

Considering the proposals and 
counter-proposals that were heavily 
debated when the law was being 
formulated, the regulations can best be 
described as liberal, but some have 
already raised some eyebrows. 

The Motorcycle Industry Council 
standard of 92 decibels noise standard 
was adopted for motorcycles by the 
board, which set the level for all other 
recreation vehicles at 82 db. The rule 
makes exception for competition 
events, but most races in Utah are 
expected to fall under the AMA noise 
rule next year. 

A headlight and taillight are required, 
but only “when operated between 
sunset and sunrise." 

“Protective headgear” is required in 
when participating in a competitive 
event. English Trials haven’s been held 
in the state for several years. 

Other safety-oriented rules prohibit 
“reckless” operation, speeding where a 
limit is posted, or placing any hazard 
“on any public or recreation vehicle 
area," so booby traps are out. 

Already controversial is the rule: “No 
person shall operate any recreation 
vehicle away from an area of immediate 
assistance unless there is at least one 
other vehicle accompanying him." Some 
riders have opposed the rule, saying that 
it is designed only to protect you from 
yourself, but the Utah Supreme Court 
upheld the state's helmet law when 
confronted with the same argument. 
Others regard the rule as an “ought to” 
thing, aimed primarily at snowmobilers. 

The rules also prohibit anyone under 
16 from operating a vehicle, unless 
“under the supervision" of someone 16 
or over. 

For bikes, the registration number 
must be displayed on a metal plate on 
the rear of the machine “if possible, 
otherwise on the front,” the rules say. 

The regulations were drafted by the 
Recreation Vehicle Advisory Council, 
which was established by the law. A 
representative of the Utah Motorcycle 
Dealers Assn. is on the council, along 
with those representing the snowmobile, 
ATV, jeep, landowner and 
conservationist interests. 


Survey Shows 
Banning Favored

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH — Almost 
two third of the people of Utah are in 
favor of ordinances banning 
motorcycles from the foothills 
surrounding towns, according to a poll 
completed recently by the Salt Lake 
Tribune. 

The question asked of 600 selected 
persons was: “Some communities in 
Utah have banned motorcycles and trail 
bikes. from surrounding foothills. Do 
you generally agree or disagree with this 
ban?” The results were 60 percent 
agreed, 32 percent disagreed, and eight 
percent undecided. 

No figures were supplied оп 
individual’s reasons for the opinions 
except in general terms — noise was at 
the top of the list, but some were 
concerned | about erosion. | Those 
opposing the ban were described as 
mostly young enthusiasts. 

In the 18 to 20 age group, 37 percent 
favored the ban, and 51 percent were 
opposed, and the figures change 
gradually through the age groups to the 
50 and over, where 67 percent favored 
eliminating bikes from the foothills, 
with 22 percent opposed. 

The poll didn’t pose the question of 
controlling off-road travel in general,

Wild History of the 3-Stroker

Well, Karl let the cat out of the bag about answering letters 
from the readers and they are starting to pour in. As he started 
the ball rolling, I think it is only fair that I answer his question 
first, “How do you set the timing on a three-stoke?"

part well, this native was able to glean much information from 
what he saw, enough torealizethe potential of this engine. 
When the scientists were having trouble trying to make the

While stripping the drain plug is not 
limited to any one brand of machine, it 
seems that Hondas have more than their 
share of ham-fisted owners who tighten 
the drain plug until they pull the 
threads right out of the engine. Some 
cure this by tapping out the hole and 
installing an American bolt or having it 
welded up and retapping it out to the 
original size, while still others smear a 
bunch of 3-M or other goop on it and 
pray that it holds. 

Most of your local auto parts stores 
carry what is known as a self-tapping 
drain plug for automobiles. This plug 
has been slit at the end with two 
cross-slits and the ends are tapered in a 
slight bit so that it will start in a hole

that has been stripped out. This way as 
you run it in the hole, it will cut its own 
threads and it can be removed and 
replaced at will. 

Of course the only proper way to use 
this is to take the engine apart so that 
you don't get the scraps of aluminum in 
the engine, but this is a lot of trouble 
just for a drain plug. So the next best 
thing is to do it with the engine still in 
the frame. This can be done with no 
problem if it is done slowly and 
carefully. 

First get some heavy grease and smear 
it on the end of the plug. Now start the 
plug and turn it about a half a turn and 
then back it up a quarter-turn and then 
another half turn and back it up about a 
quarter turn, then remove it and wash 
the grease off it. As you wash the grease 
off, you will also remove the scraps of 
aluminum that were stuck to it. Now 
continue to do this until the bolt is 
bottomed, making sure that you only 
advance about one turn at a time before 
removing the bolt to clean it and 
re-grease it. 

As these self-tapping bolts come in 
various sizes, I would recommend that 
you take your old drain plug with you 
just to make sure that you get the 
correct size. Ў

400cc HUSQVARNA 
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A rugged, grueling course for one of the toughest races around has again met its match. Malcolm Smith, 
winner of this year’s Baja 500, proves again why he's called “Master of Baja”.
